In Favor of the Measure But Opposed to its Operation. 


—The House of Representatives macifest but lictle in- 
terest in the bill to reform the civil-service. -All the 
politicians are in favor of civil-service reform to about 
the same extent that the average sect-preacher is in 
favor of Christian union. In favor of these important 
reforms—of course they are! But, then, it depends 
somewhat upon what is meant by civil-service reform. 
If it means that men and women are to be appointed to 
position in the government service solely on thé ground 
of their superior competency for the position, and 
without regard to their political opinions, or the efforts 
they have put forth for the election of certain members 
of Congress, then it will doto talk about by those who 
are out of power and are likely to remain out, ‘but to 
the average Congressman the thing is wholly an idiot- 
ism. It he could be certain that his party was to remain 
out of power it would be just the thing—that much 
clear gain. He isin favor of civil-service reform pro- 
vided he can be well assured that it will work to the ad- 
vantage of himself ayd his party. oe is im- 
practicable and idealistic, “3 

- The attitude of the average ‘sect preacher to the was 
ject of Christian union is thatithas miany pointe ofsimilar. 
ity to that of the Congressman to the reform in the civil- 
service. No one at this day is bold enough to question 
that Christian union is according to the teaching of 
Christ and his apostles, but the theory must be taught 
and the work prosecuted in such a manner as not to 





disturb any of the old sects or to question their right to 
exist and maintain the dividing lines jast as they are. 
Nearly all, if not quite all, the unions, alliances, and as- 
sociations of Obristians of the present day are founded 
upon the principle of a jsalous regard and studious re- 


spect for the interests and authopity of the sects that are 
parties therein. The idea of régeiving Christian men 
and Christian women simply beéause they are Christians 
—lovers of God and lovers of humanity—and without 
regard to their opinions on questions of systematic the: 
ology, which is the only ground upon which Christian 
union is at all possible, would not be for a moment tol- 
erated, 

Since the foregoing was in type the House has passed 
the Senate bill, rushing it through without any amend- 


ments whatever and by a large majority—“to get rid of 
the thing,” it was said. 





—Mayor Grace, of New York City, has refused 40 
grant a license for the production of the Passion Play in 
that city. It is claimed that Mr. Salmi Morse has spent 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in preparation 
for the play. It was well understood long since that

A SHORT SERMON; - 
BY MUNSON. 


“Pray without ceasing.” I. "‘Thets.5: 17. 

A “hired girl” who was noted in the family for her 
piety, overheard Dr. Adam Olarke and another distin- 
guished divine commenting on the words of our text, 
They differed in opinion somewhat, and neither of them 
seemed to be satiefied with his own views upon thesub- 
ject. They agreed on one point, viz., that it was a dif- 
ficult passage to explain so that the “common people” 
could comprehend its real-‘import. The girl expressed 
much surprise that men sorenowned for learning should 
be puzzled over what she called so plain a text. “I pray 
without ceasing,” said the uneducated girl. “Please tell 
us how you do it?” asked the learned Doctor. “Well, 
sir,” the girl replied, “I do it this way—when I awake in 
the morning I pray God to open the eyes of my under- 
standing; when I dress myself I ask him to clothe me 
with the righteou:mess of Ohrist; when I prepare break- 
fast for the family I ask him to feed me with the bread 
of life; when I sweep the house I ask him to cleanse my 
heart and make it pure; when I engage in washing Iask 
him towash away my sins that I may be whiter than 
snow.” “In this way,” said the girl, “I continue pray- 
ing, and so I pray without ceasing.” It is eaid that the 
learned Doctor was well satisfied with the explanation, 
and that in preparing his commentary on the Bible he 


frequently asked the opinion of unlettered people who be 


were eminent for piety. 

It is @ great thing for sinful man to pray to God, “who 
only hath immortality dwelling in the light which no 
man Can approach unto.” But, great as it is, the weak 
and unlettered can perform the duty acceptably and 
with profit to themselves. Thére is nothing very mys- 
terious about it, Any one who will can “ask.” Wout | 
favors of each other in the family, and we often ask fa- 


vors of our neighbors. If, with the same earnestness i 


and sincerity, we ask blessings of the Lord, “expecting 
to receive,” he will not turn us empty away. He will 
give what we ask for, or something better adapted to 
our wants.. When a hungry man comes to your door 
and asks for bread, he feels his want, is earnest and hope 
ful. When want presses hard upon us and we come to 
God in prayer, he will supply that want, provided we 
perform the conditions on which the promise to hear 
p-ayer is based. 

Sometimes people ask God to do their work! A large 
farmer, who claimed to be quite religious, prayed very 


fervently one morning at his family altar that God 
would feed the hungry poor in his neighborhood. After, 
ths father arose from his knees his little son, who was 
quite noted for smartness, ssid, “Father, if I had as 
much corn as you have got I would answer that prayer 
myself, and not trouble the Lord to do it.” That boy 
had a “jevel head,” and his heart was in the right. place, 

That our prayers may be answered we must obey 
God in other things, as well as pray. St. John says, 
“And whatssever we ask we receive of him, because we 
keep bis commandments and do those things that 
are pleasing in his sight.” 

If we would have an answer to our prayers we muat 
ask according to God’s will. The apostle says, “And 
this is the confidence that we have in him, that if we 
ask anything according to his will he beareth us.” We 
don’t know what the will of God is any farther than it 
has been revealed to us. If a man can’t swim it would 
be presumption for him to pray to God to save his Jife 
and then jump into the river. It is according to God’s 
will that we live temperate lives, for no drunkard can 
enter heaven. Parents are not asking according to the 
will of God when they pray that their « maay be 
kept from drunkenness, while they drink liquor and 
furnish their children the means of intoxication, Such 
prayers are solemn mockery. Jt is no wonder ire ‘St 
James said, “Ye ask and receive not, because ye ask 
amiss, that ye may consume it upem your lusts.” _ 

Prayer is the work of the heart; words amount to 
but very little, It will do no good for a man to ask 
God to keep him sober through the day, and th~« place 
himself in the way of temptation by going into the firat 
grog-shop he finds on the atreet. The men who asks 
God to keep him honest is praying in vain if he has 
made up his mind to sell an imperfect horse for a sound 
one, or to give short weight and measure in trade, or to 
deceive a purchaser by putting the large apples on the 
top of the barrel. The desires of the heart and the life 
we live constitute the “fervent and effectual prayer that 
availeth much.” 

Some prayers seem to be wholly intellectual, and 
would make a good declamation for a schoolboy by 
taking the “amen” off. Such prayers may sound well 
in a “critic’s ear,” whe has no heart to serve God, but 
they do not move the great heart of our loving heav- 
enly Father. Some prayers seem to be made up largely 
of theological phrases, rhetorical flourishes, and a stud- 
ied observance of the rules of grammar. Such pray‘rs 
will never “move the hand that moves the world,” They 
are as powerless for gocd as the devotions offered (a 
the goddess Diana by the idolatrous Ephesians. A. 
bird is not always flying, but always has wings to fy. 
So man is not to be all the time on bis knees in prayer, 
but all the time possessing the spirit of prayer, and 
ready to Pray at any moment, The prayers recorded

“For the.love of Christ constraineth us.” IT. Cor. 5: 14. 

There are two sides to the minister's life;-One is 


manward. and the other is Godward, for he sustains a 


relation to both man and God; and his power with man 
depends on the vitality of his life with God. Christ 
_ says, “He that abideth in me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit; for without me ye can do 


nothing,” This_is the true source of the minister's 


power, and in this lecture I want to look at him, not as 
he appears before men, but as he lives Godward, Let 
us enter into his inner life,and look at his motives, 
feelings, and the secret methods of his soul. Let us 
study his connection with the source of spiritual life 
and see whatitis. Christ is the Head of the church 
and the source of spiritual life. ‘The true minister has 
® spiritual character, and this is drawn from Christ. 
The foundation ‘of thé life of the true minister, and the 
source of his power as an ambassador of Christ, is an 
enthusiastic love ‘for him. “The love of Christ con- 
straineth” him. His work is not'to preach a theory or 
dogma; but a person, and the power of the presentation 
will depend on his love of the person. There is a cold, 
intellectual way of presenting the truth with logical 
exactness, but there is no vitalizing power in such pre- 
sentation of the truth. Such a presentation of Christ, 
and association ‘with him under these conditions, is 
association with a marble statue. It may satisfy cer- 
tain demands of the intellect, but it will never warm 
the heart into & life of loving obedience to Obrit. 

A man may admire abstract truth, and be deeply in- 
terested in metaphysical epeculation, but the profound 
love of the heart must be fora person. The religion of 
Obrist is love for @ person. The person of Christ “in 
whom dwelleth all the fullness of the godhead,” and all 
the sympathy and likeness of man, is the object of the 
Ohristian’s adoration and affection. “The love of Obrist 
constraineth us.” “Whom having nct seen, ye love.” 
This love for Christ and personal contact with him en- 
ables the believer to understand the truth as it is writ- 
ten in the Bible. Loving Obrist, he knows. Christ’s 
mind, and it is only through this love that he can know 
it, This love is the tap root of Christianity. All the 
other graces derive their vitality from this,and flow 
out from it. Love for Obrist, if it is real and not a cen- 
fimental semblance, invigorates spiritual intelligence, 
Out of it comes the power to understand the deep 
things of God. Paul says, “We have received not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit which is of God, that 
we might know the things. that are freely given us of 
God, which things also we speak, not in words which 
man’s wisdom teasheth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth, comparing spiritual things with. spiritual,”

for “the word of God is quick and powerful, and sharper 
than ay two-edged aword, piercing even to the divid- 
ing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and 


marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents 


of the heart.” , 
This ardent love of a personal Savior ko absorbs the 


‘mind-of the minister that "he forgets himeelf and only” 


thinks of Christin his preaching. There ia no desire 
to display his learning or oratorical. powers, or to make 
the impression that he is a great man. He uncon- 
sciously hides behind the cross and holds up the Savior. 
Self-consciousness is lost in love for Christ. Like the 
true patriot who loses sight of self in love for his coun- 
try, he forgets himself-in his love of the Redeemer. 

At the battle of Gettysburg General Weed was mor- 
tally wounded in one of the terrible charges of the 
enemy on Cemetery Hill. His aids carried him back 
of the lines and. laid bim.on a flat rock to-die, . While 
bending over him trying to alleviate bis snfferings a 
shot carried off the head of one of his aids, The-gen- 
eral, opening his eyes, looked up and exclaimed, “O 
God, can I die but once for my country!” All thoughts 
of self were lost in love for bis country. Thus it ir 
with the true minister, end this is an element of power 
in the pulpit. It not only gives earnestness to his 
words, but also baptizes them with a spirit of tender 
ness that wins the hearts of his hearers to Obriet; there- 
fore he should keep the great facts of Obrist’s media- 
torial life ever before his mind’s eye, and be ever con: 
scious of his dependence upon him. This absorbing 
love concentrates-all the powers of the soul on the one 
object—the salvation of man. Dr. John Brown gives av 
incident that occurred during the cholera in 1832, A 
sailor boy came for him to go three miles down the 
river to a village“where it had broken out with great 
fury. Hesaye: “The men rowed with all their might; 
they had too many dead and dying at home to speak to 
me. We got near the place. It was very dark, but I 
saw a crowd of men and women on the shore at the 
landing place, all shéuting for the doctor. We were 
near the shore when [ saw a big old. man, bis hat-off, 
his gray hair, his bead partly bald. He said nothing, 
but turning them all off with bis arm he plunged into 
the sea, and before I knew where I was he had me ip 
hisarms. I wasas helpless asan infant. He waded 
out with me, carrying me bigh up in his left arm, and 
with his right leveling every man or woman who stood 
in his way. It was Big Joe. He bore me off to the 
poor, convulsed boy, and dared me to leave him till he 
was better, He did gei Setter, but Big Joe himeelf was 
dead that night! He had the disease on him when

periences. This power of interpretation is not the gift 
of schools, but belongs to the heart, and comes throngh 
love for Ohrist. 

’ Ardent love for a person inspires the soul with en- 
thusiasm and kindles every power into a flame. Lave 
for Christ as a person has inspired men with an ardor 
that controlled and molded their lives, for the enthusi- 
asm growing out.of this love is not like crackling of 
thorns under a pot, but a fall, steady surging of the 
whole life. It touches the roots of feeling, and perme- 
ates every conscious faculty. The true minister finds 
in this burning love for Christ the .guide to all bis 
preaching. Other things will necescarily come in and 
demand consideration; but permeating and governing 
them all will be this love of a personal Christ, for whom 
he feéle that he is an ambassador tothe perishing. . The 
constraining power isthie love, and all effectual preach- 
ing grows out-of it. Such preaching is always good, 
for it is fresh and ardent. Paul shows the effect of this 
love on his heart when he said, “God, who commandeth 
the light to shine out.of darkness, hath shined in our 
hearte, to give the light of the knowledge of she glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Uhrist.” Love had pre- 
pared Paul’s heart to receive this photograph, and it 
was this enthusiasm of love that caused him to exclaim, 
“Yea, I count all things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Obrist: Jesus my Lord.” ~The per- 
sonal Christ was the subject of all his preaching. To 
the Corinthians he said, “I am determined, not to know 
anything among you save Jesus Obrist-and bim cruci- 
fied.” ‘For we preach not ourselves, but Jesus Christ 
the Lord, and ourselves your servants for Jesz:’ sake.”

This terrible earnestness grew out of his love for his 


boy, and thus it is with the earnestness of the minister. 
He should be terribly in earnest, but this can only 
come from love to Christ, and the desire for the salva- 
t:on,of souls born out of, it. 

Another feature of the inrer life of the minister is a 
spirit of prayer. Heisamanof prayer, Prayeris not 
aneventinhislife. Itisalife. Realizing his need of di- 
vine wisdom and grace, and drawn close to God by love, 
his heart goes out constantly in prayer to him. He is 
in astate of boly familiarity with God, and talks much 
with him. He has confidence in-him and knows that 
he will give bim all needed aid, 

All successful ministers have been men of prayer, 
and their communion with God in prayer was one 
source of their power as preachers, It awakened in their 
minda,an intense realization of the existence, presence, 
power, and glory of God. Baxter stained the wails ol 
his study with praying breath, and. when he received 
the unction from the Holy One, sent a river of living 
water over Kidderminster, and hundreds were led to 
Christ. Luther and his coadjators were mighty 
prayer, and they broke the spell of ages, and, moved all 
Eurc pe as it had never been moved before. John Knox 
embraced all Scotland in the arms of faitb, and bis 
prayers terrified tyranta, Whitefield, aiter boly,faith- 
ful closet.pleading, went. to the devil's fair and took 
more than a thousand souls. out of the paw.of the lion 
in one day. Praying Wesley turned more: than ten 
thousand souls from the path of sin into the way of life.

is it simply experimenting as though prayer was an ex- 
ercise of magic. He turns to God in prayer as natur- 
ally and freely as the child goes to his father, ‘for his re- 
lation to bim is that of a child. “For ye have not re- 
ceived the epirit-of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, 
Father” ‘There is a familiarity between the ‘loving, 


from all fe »of fear. It is-perfectly natural, ‘Thus 
it is with the minister in-his life with God. He knows 
what holy familiarity with him is, and while it is free 
as the child's freedom with the parent, it is full of rev- 
erence. There is no earthly vulgarity and rudeness in 
it, but a loving and reverential spirit. : 

David beautifully illustrates this boly intimacy when 
he represents the believer as dwelling “in the secret 
place of the Most High,” as “hid in his pavilion,” “in 
the secret of his tabernacle,” “in the secret of his pres- 
ence.” This is alife of prayer, and it describes the min- 
ister in the Godward side of his life. It is what his 
people do not see only in ita results, and it is just as 
natural for him to bring them with all their needs be- 
fore the Lord as it ie-for the trusting child to turn to 
his father in all its wants. All his sermons and all bis 
work spring from prayer. There are two things that the 
minister should avoid: 

1, All rude familiarity in his prayers. There are 
some ministers who talk to the Lord as we sometimes 
hear an uncultured man spesk to another in a blunt 
manner, showing a want of that spirit of holy rever- 
ence that characterizes the enlightened Ubristian. This 
vulgar rudeness is repulsive to the feelings of the rev- 
erential Christian, and.should be avoided. While God 
is our Father, loving us with all tendernes’, be is still 
“the high and lofty One that inbabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy.” 

2. The idea that suffering and groaning are the chief 
elements, or at least the surest tests of a religious life. 
In many of the published memoirs of ministers they 
are represented as going through fearful agomes in 
prayer in bebalf of their flocks, aad this is calcu'ated 
to make a wrong impression on the minds of yotng 
ministers. I know that there are many things in eo- 
ciety and in our own lives to make us groan, bat the 
Scriptures do not set this suffering and groaning state 
before us as the one to be desired as the sweetest and 
highest of all experiences in the soul’s contact with God 
in prayer. They command us to “rejoice evermore;” 
“rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteous;” “rejsice in the 
Lord, glory in the Holy One.” 

The Christian minister is in no sense a priest bearing 
the tins of hie people and pessing through an expiatory 
agony for them. I know that the wrestling of Jacob 
with the angel by Jabbock is frequently brought for- 
ward asan cxemole for usin wrestling with Godin prayer; 
but what did: Jacob yet by bis wrestling? A broken 
leg; that was all. Bat when he ceased wrestling, and 
held on in prayer, bis petition was granted end be had 
power with God. He prevailed not by his wrestling, 
but by prayer. The two have been strange'y mixed, 
When Jacob firet met the angel ho was goinz o cver- 
come him by wrestling. He trusted in his own 
strength, and his wrestling was his self-reliance; but 
when he found his thigh out of joint he gave up wrest- 
ling and prayed. Then the blessing came, Prayer is 
not.a torturing experience in which the soul isto be 
rent with agony as though we were struggling with a 
wild beast. There is no virtue in agony and suffering, 
as though it were a sort of penance. 

Another phase of the inner life of the minister in the 
secret preparation for his work is mediation on the 
divine:word. By this I do not mean the. critical study 


of the Bible, but the careful and prayerful application 


of itatruthe to the heart and life of the minister, the 
impreseing of the affections and will with its vital 
meaning, 60 that it becomes a part of his inner-lile. 


in | He must held it up before bie mind and bring it 


iato dircot connection with his own soul, showing 
privileges, powers, dutie:, comforts, arguments, and 
hopes. that. will furnish him for every good work. 
The Bible is. not.the word of man, but of God-.I 
know that many learned men are trying to dy) 
it. down, to this. low level, but it has a. divine life 
and. power above all human productions. Obrist said, 
“The words that I speak unto you, they are spirit, 


‘obedient~child and the affectionate father that is-free 
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and they ard life.” ‘There is a buman~clement in 
‘the’ Bible; and there is also # divine element. “The 
‘law of the ‘Lord is perfect, Converting the soul.” “Tie 
gospel of Christ is the power of God unto salvation 
to every, one that believeth.” This divine element is 
notin a part.of the book, but.in all the book; and 
any. theory of inspiration that claimsless than this makes 
it useless as an inspired. guide, 

There isa meaning in the Scriptures beiow the letter 
-Lg spiritual meanibg,—and this can only be readhed 
‘by the spiritually‘minded. “The natural man receiveth 
not the things of thé spirit of God, for they sre foolieh- 
“néees ‘unto him; neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned.” By meditation and 
prayer the minister seeks to find the deep spiritual 
meaning of the Scriptures, and this he is enabled to do 
through the enlightening influence of the Holy Spirit, 
The holy men of old spake as they were moved by the 
Divine Spirit, and their writings can only be under- 
stood as they are interpreted by the same spirit in the 
gouls of men. Learned, unregenerate men may under- 
stand the letter, but not the spirit, of the Word of God. 


The minister must thus meditate on the Scriptures 
and drink in their epiritual meaning until its truths 
become the very life of his soul, Then he will have 
“power with men,” for it is the spiritual meaning of the 
Bible, that quickens, the conscience and touches the 
springs of feeling in the soul. 

One feature in the: inner life of the minister is his 
participation in the divine desire for the salvation of 
sidtiers. In conversion he is “made a partaker of the 
divine nature,” and this brings with it the same feelings 
and desires that move the Infinite Father io his relation 
to fallen man, “God so loved the world that he gave 
his only-begotten Sn, that whosoever believeth on hina 
should not perish, but have everlasting life.” Such was 
the love that moved God when he looked upon. a _per- 
ishing race, and the true minister is led into his work 
by the same love. He sees men perishing in sin all 
about,bim, and longs to save them. He sees a power 
that. can redeem them, and feels that he is in some way 
a link between them and that saving power. The fact 
that“God so loved the world” that he gave his Son to 
dié for ite redemption is not an abstract truth, to his 
ynind, but the most real of all realities to him. It is the 
‘one throbbing fact that touches and melts his heart 
into.the deepes: sympathy with it, and he longs to bea 
co: worker. with God in this grand work. His heart is 
moved with the same impulse, and he shares the joy of 
angels in the salvation of the sinner. It is this divine 
impulse that puts him in the ministry, and not the de- 
sire for position and wealth. It is this that makes his 
sermons freah and moving, for the truths he speaks are 
but the outer expression of the throbbings of the 
divine love that inspires his soul. This is the Godward 
side of his life, and thus we eee that he derives his 
life.from above, and no: from the earth. 

A’ grand feature of the minister’s inner life is the 
anticipation of a glorious triumph in heaven, where be 
shall receive his promised reward. This isever looming 
up before his mind, and inspiring him with new 
resolves and desires. By faith he sees the towers and 
domes of the eternal city and hears the song of triumph. 
Above the darkoess of the storm hé sees the light of 
heayen., It wa; this hope thatinspired Paul in all his 
arduous work in the. ministry, The glory of Onrist, 
the happiness of heav3n, anda spiritual body suited to 
the wants of the soul formed his inspiring battle-cry on 
the field of strife. It lightened his labora, lifted him 
above suffering, and made self denial joyous. With a 
thousand conflicts upon him, and fierce battles. atill 
bef. re him, he cries, as above them all, ‘My light 
sffliction, which is.but for a.moment, worketh for me @ 
far more.exceeding and eternal weight of glory, while 
we look not-at the things which are seen, but at the 
things which: are not seen.” “The sufferings of the 
present time-are not worthy to’ be compared with the 
glory’ which shall bo revealed in us.” This is an incen, 
tive to the minister, and eustains him in all his triale, 
He sees, by faith, the heaven|y hom, the great multi 
tude. which no man can number rejoicing around the 
eternal throne, and among them those he has led to 
Obriat. “And they that b> wise shall -shineas the 


_ byightness of the firmament, ard they that have turned 
gar@any to righteousness as the stars forever and ever.”

ANSWER, 


The younger son represents the “publicans and 
sinners” spoken of in the first verse of the chapter, and 
the elder son representa the “Pharisees and Scribes” 
spoken of in the second verse. 

The publicans and sinners had drawn near to Christ 
to listen to bis wondrous and matchless teachings. He 
seemed to take a special interest in them. So marked 
was this interest that he was called “the friend of sin- 
ners.” His attractive power was seen in the fact that 
he led to repentance those who were regarded as utterly 
depraved and lost by the Pharisees and Scribes. The 
evident sympathy that existed between the Savior and 
these. “sinners” led to murmuring and _ reprobation 
by the celf-righteous Pharisees and Scribes. Jesus then 
related three parables—the lost sheep and its shepherd, 
the lost piece of money and its owner, and the prodigal 
eon, his father, and brother. 

The object of Obrist, in the relation of these par- 
ables, seems, primarily, to bave been to justify his own 
conduct in regard to sinners by showing that, in the 
ordinary affairs of life, pereons acted in the same man- 
ner as he bad done and was still doing. They seeming- 
ly slight the safe ones to seek for the lost and straying. 
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desert; that he has forfeited his ‘right to sonship and 
hardly deserves to be a servant in his father’s bousehold. 
He returns, His father sees him a great way off and 
runs to meet him, falls upon his neck, kieses him, and 
compaesionately reatores him to his place in the family. 

So God, when the sinner naanifests a disposition to 
forsake sin that has involved him in so much trouble, 
hastens to meet him with loving aesurances of pardon, 
peace, and heme. Forgiveness follows confession ; re- 
newal of privilsge follows repentance from wrong- 
doing. The rights and privileges of sonship are imme- 
diately given to those who sincerely desire to accept God 
as a Father, through Jesus Christ, as an elder brother. 
The kiss of pardon, the robe of reinstatement, the 
shoes of freedom, the ring of sonship, the feast of re- 
joicing immediately follow the fatherly embrace in 
which tha penitent sinner is lovingly clasped, 

It seems almost folly to ask who is the principal per- 
sonage in this touching story—the son who is the 
recipient of favor or the father who bestows it. Next to 
‘be voluntary death of Jesus Christ there is nothing 
that so clearly and plainly reveals the infinite love of 
God for sinners as does this glorious parable. 

The elder son is angry and indignant. He remon- 
strates and objects to the fuss being made over his 
brother, This was just what the Pharisees and Scribes 
did. They objected to Christ’s consorting and eating 
with publicans and sinners. So, too often, the self- 
styled elect and holy ones object to sinners and heretics. 
They would keep all such out of the family; they will 
have nothing to do with them; they want the world to 
know that they have no fellowship with them, do not 
recognize them as evangelical or orthodox, and will not 
be responsible for them. 

The father calmly reasoned with his excited son. He 
did not re-assert his undebiable rights, or remind

that the principal one was to set forth the character of 
God in bis relation to man. Obrist was the good shep- 
herd, and in seeking to eave the lost he was exhibiting 
the anxious love of God to save a dying race from death. 

In the parable of the prodigal Obriet certainly reveals 
God as a Father who is loving and kind, long suffering 
and full of tender meroy; one who forgives and reatores 
the penitent, and blesses more than he cao conscien- 
tiously ask or think. The prodigal son has been given 
too prominent a place in the expositions of this match- 
less parable, as a general rule. He has been made the 
chief character. He has been lauded as the hero, while 
his father has been made only an accessory, and given 
@ place almost insignificant. This is certainly all 
wrong, but is only in keeping with that theology which 
has always persisted in putting God so far away and so 
far above man; which has regarded him as an awful 
sovereign, full of power and might, demanding more 
than man could give, and inclining only to forgive sin 
by the punishment of the innocent. 

While the Jews regarded God as King of kings and 
Lord of lords, Christ reveals him as “our Father.” In 
no other teaching of Christ is the fatherly character of 
God brought out so well as in this incomparable parable, 
The younger son, having reached the age of maturity, 
tired of home and its restraints, and anxious to see the 
world, demands his portion. The father, seeing the 
son’s heart is estranged, knowing that he is misunder- 
stood by him, and that nothing but bitter experience 
of life among strangers will undeceive him, still recog- 
nizes his eon’s rights and free agency, grants his request, 
and at the eame time. gives further. proof of his love 
by dividing bis living with his sons, thus giving more 
tban was asked for, 

80 God«deals kindly with all his creatures. He 
cauees it to rain slike on the just and on the unjust. 
He bestows blessings and benefits without number on 
all the sone of men, Though they stray far from him, 
though they regard his lavs, as arbitrary and break 
them, though they look upon his justice as eeverity,and 
defy it, though they esteem him a hard master and 
refuse to serve him, still he supplies their needs, and 
follows them with his compassionate love and offers of 
pardon and home. 

The prodigal, following his own devices, and pursuing 
his chosen couree of folly and debanchery, at last, find- 
ing himpelf in desperate straits, resolves to re‘urn home, 
© nfess his sin, ssk forgiveness and employment as-a 
servant. He feels conscious of wrong-doing and iil- 








hearts of all, and makes all things work together for 
good to those that love him. He knows them all, and 
esteems the love and labor of the despised heretic just 
as much as that of the self-styled orthodox or “evangel- 
ical believer.” 

I do not know but that there is a touch of irony ia 
the parable. The elder son is made to look most decid- 
edly small. He appears selfish, jealous, and narrow- 
minded. He represents a large class of pérsons of like 
disposition. He seems to be one of the righteous that 
Jesus did not come to call. The prodigal was generous- 
hearted and free. He started out with wrongideas, but 
when he had learned the truth he was not too proud to 
confess his faults. He had good natural qualities.. They 
were perverted at first, but predominated at last, and 
brought him to his father’s house. He was of those 
whom Jesus came to call, though Pharisees of all ages 
may despiee them, treat them scornfully and contempt- 
uously, and question their right to“God’s love and 
friendship.

Sickness prevented me from being present at the 
Albany convention, but I have been informed that after 
my report of the condition of the mission was received, 
and when it was learned the American Christian Con- 
vention held a deed for a property there wurth $3,000 
in real estate and a noble echool building, all paid for, 
it was unanimously resolved that the January collec- 
tion asked of the churches should be devoted to sus- 
taining that most important colored mission. I am 
aware, from a careful noting of our past history, that 
good resolutions made in conference and convention 
are sometimes forgotten and not acted upon by the 
churches. It looks to me very much like a waste of 
money to send delegates, at a considerable expense, 
hundreds of miles to a quadrennial convention, who, 
when in session, are supposed to represent some of the 
bast gifts and talent in our denomination, if their action 
taken, after imploring the Divine guidance, is to have 
no binding effect upon the consciences of Christians at 
home,. Suppose for a moment that all the other 
churches were to disregard the convention’s acts in 
such a matter as this January collection, surely the 
ministers and delegates who were present at Albany 
mean to carry out in good faith their action made in 
convention. But I hope for and expect better things 
of the churches not directly represented by a delegate. 
Brethren east and west, and all sections, kindly act in 
this good mission work. Present the claims of that 
noble undertaking sometime this month io your re- 
spective fields of labor, and ask the people to give as 
God has prospered them for educating colored young 
men for the ministry, and colored children, to make 
them intelligent citizens.

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A THEOLOGICAL FANTASY. 


If there was a necessity for the sufferings of the 
Obrist it was an eternal necessity,and no power could 


possibly make it not to be. And il there was an eternal 


nesessity for the sufferings of the Christ, either on the 
human side or on the part of God, there was an eternal 
logical necessity for all the instruments for the purpose 
of accomplishing his suffarings—a devil, Judas, and a 
corrupt court to sanction his mock trial and sufferings 
and all that followed. 

This whole theory of necessity is nothing but a 
hypothetical fantasy, a myth,a relic of paganism. God 
never finds fault with the instruments of an eternal 
necessity. The sufferings of the Christ were carnal, 
incidental, a kind of sequence, the outgrowth of the 
corrupt age in which he lived, but for which there was 
no eternal necessity. Had he made his advent into the 
world at a more cultivated age of the world—had it taken 
place in ths State of New York—we would at first have 
laughed at him, then wa would have given him a bad 
name, finally tolerated him and embraced his teachings. 
There was an eternal neceasity for space, time, quantity, 
substance, power, action, and change, but no’ eternal 
necessity for one third of the so-called adorable trinity 
to suffer the equivalent of eternal damnation to satiafy 
the other two thirds of the trinity. 

The Obriet was “cut off in the midet.of his years” by 
a class of necessitarians—expedient men. It would 
have been more honorable for history and much better 
for the world if the Christ had been ‘permitted to live 
and unfold his grand and beautiful life through long 
years, and then have died a natural death. God has no 
pleasure in treason and crucifixions. His betrayer and 
murderers were necessitarian church-members—mien 
that apologize for the grestest crime since the Christ 
bowed his head in the garden. Would to God that this 
class of. men had all died in Judas. I. haye always 
thought that Caiphas was mistaken when he said, “lt 
was expedient that one man should die for the people, 
that the whole nation perish not.” It is net by the 
death, but by the life, of the Obrist that we are saved. 

My opinion is that those good brothers that are talk: 
ing and fretting so freely about what they call neces- 
sity do not know the moaning of the word necessary. 
They. would do well to look at the etymology of the 
word necessity; from necessitas, from mnecesse—such as 
must be; impossible to be otherwise. When applied to 
Christ’s sufferings by necessitarians it involvasa fatalism, 
Calvinism. There is no: one inch of rational ground 
between these doctrines and the milder forms of the 
theory of Onrist’s suffzring. They stand or fall. to- 
gether. They belong to the myth theory of the fall of 
Adam, of which the Bible says not one word. When 
the books are opened the preaching of these pagan 
dreams will not be found with my sins, 

There appears to be a kind of reaction going on among 
certain ministers of the Christian Church which to me 
is very unpleasant. I worship a God whose. character 
and actions are always consistsnt with good common 
sense.

THE BLOOD IN REDEMPTION ONCE MORE. 

Is it not possible for us to get still “nearer, my God, to 
thee;” make the lesson more plain; have less of the 
mysterious applicatior of the “precious blood of Christ” 
to the heart by faith; find a plain, direct way for the lit- 
eral application of the precious blood to the heart, so 
that he that runneth may read and experience? Were 
I teaching a Bible-class of fallen men who were seek- 
ing “at-one-ment” with God again, I would begin 
where my Savior. did, at Moses. The first lesson I 
would urge them to have engraved upon the fleahly 
tables of the hearts would be, “For the life of the flesh 
is in the blood; and I have given it to you upon the altar 
to make an atonement for your soul; for it is the blood 
that maketh the atonement for the soul.” Lev. 17: 11. 
Then in all the succeeding lessong I would italicize the 
words “life,” “death,” and “know,” so they could easily 
learn the lessons and judge of the truth and know it. 
I have no knowledge of the “necessity” of Obrist’s 
death only as it is revealed. Ido know he came down 
from heaven; that the object of his coming was to de- 
stroy death and deliver. “Forasmuch, then, as the obil- 
dren are partakers of flesh and blood, he also himself 
likewise took part of the same, that through death he 
might destroy him that had the power of death, that is, 
the devil; and deliver them who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to bondage.” 

Remember the first lesson: “The life of the flesh is 
in the blood.” He took the part (blood) by which he 
could die.* He was put to death in the flesh, and when 
his side was pierced blood and water came out and he 
died. I would warn all that it isacrime to divide 
Ohrist, and label one part human and the other divine; 
that Christ was never incarnate (clothed with flesh). 
“The word was made flesh,” “became flesh” (revised 
version). The same Christ that came from the Father 
and came into the world, left the world aad returned 
to the Father again, and has sent us back word, “I am 

| he that liveth, and was dead; and behold I am alive for 
evermore, amen; and have the keys of hell and of 
death.” He was put to death in the flesh, but quick- 
ened (made alive) by the spirit. 

Were I to ask almost any Bible echolar of ten years 
the meaning of the word “water” in Christ’s lesson to 
the womar of Samaris, he would readily answer, He 
referred to the spirit. The eame answer would be 
given to the Savior’s lesson, “He that believeth on me, 
out of him shall flow rivers of living water.” Water 
was used as a symbol or representative of the spirit. 
Why should it not be just as easy for people to under- 
stand that “blocd” is used by at least one prophet, and all 
the writers in the New Testament, to represent the 
spirit?—that the “precious blood of Christ” and the 
spirit of the living God mean and represent the same 
thing,as much aa dosixandahalfdozent “I love to eat 
the flesh sad drink the blood [spirit] of the Son of 
God; if Ido not I have no.lifein me.” The children 
of God and of Christ are all of the same family. 

Those who came out of Egypt “did all eat the same 
spiritual meat, and did all drink the same spiritual 
drink” —Christ. 

The writer of Hebrews begins with God, then Obriet, 
and then tells what was “made by Christ.” The next 
step is how “Obrist was made:” “Being made so much 
better than angels, as he hat" by inheritance obtained a 
more excellent name than they.” The next step is the 
same Christ in the downward scale: “But wesee Jeaus, 
who was made a little lower than the angels, for the 
suffering of death.” Now we have a dead Christ. 
How shall we bring him again from the dead? “Now 
the God of peace, that brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep, through 
the blood of the everlasting covenant.” Now we have 
a living Christ, brought from the dead by blood (spirit)

Let us draw near with 
a true heart, in a full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience (by the pre- 
cious blood of Christ), 

Oh, that men would crucify the old man with his 
deeds, leave the traditions of men, come back to the 
pure, ingrafted word, that is able to save their soule, and 
to the blood (spirit) of sprink!ing that speaketh better 
things than that of Abel!

It 
was agreed to and became the uniform rate, and asa re- 
sult the commercial peace and prosperity of our coun 
try rclled on in undiminished currents,

ticular, and Iam not sure but that in this, we may learn 
something to our advantage, ’ 

In every church organization there are what may be 
termed special interests and genera! intereste; the special 
referring to the individual or local welfare of a church, 
| the general to those interests which an indefinite num- 

ber of churches have by common consent. agreed to 
inaugurate and sustain, The special lccal interest must 
of course be maintained, for the moment these fail in 
securing a generous and hearty support that local church 
organization begins to die. 

Bat there is something mure than this essential to the 
most:efficient and perfect church life. There must be 
the constant and hearty support of the general church 
interests, How long would any Iccal church organiza- 
tion eurvive, and what kind of alife would that be when 
cut off absolutely from all the loving sympathy of the 
churches round about, from educational and literary in- 
stitutions? Is there any one anywhere that would seek 
membership in such a chorch where there was not oue 
other heart in all the country to think, to care, to love, 
to pray for ita peaceand prosperity? Where there were 
no educational interests, no academies, or. colleges for 
their sons and daughters or for the education of their 
ministers? Where there were no literary interests, no 
church paper, no Sanday-school papers, no leszon leaves 
and quarterlies? No intelligent person would ecek a 
church home in such a society, and every sensible man 
and woman would leave its membership, every young 
peraon would leave its Sunday-school. It would die oi 
spiritual paralysis, and the only congolation with refer- 
ence (o the dropping out of such @ barren life would be 
that it would leave no posterity. 

Bat if these intereats are eszentia!, they can only exist 
as they are loved, prayed for, and financially sustained 
by the local churches. There seems to beadifficulty in 
many minds to determine the respective claims of local 
and general interests, while some are inconsiderate 
enough to say, “I owe these outside interests nothing, 
and I give what I can to the local church.” 

Evidently there ia a great mistake here. The’ local 
church. has ita claims, and the general interests have 
their claims upon every church, minister, and member 
inthe land; and while there isa failure to recognize 
those claims, and to adjust and liquidate them honor- 
ably, the church is sufforing in every department. 
What is to be done? 

“Pool your issues.” Carefully consider the several 
claims upon your thonghts, prayers, and purse; strike 
an equitable average, and couscientiously meet every 
claim in just proportion. If a man has bnt $1 that he 
can give tothe cause of Obrist, it should not be allowed 
to go all one way, but divided equitably, and thus intel- 
ligently given. Then those great general interes‘s 
without which, as a church, we can not prosper, or 
even exist only for a time, will not be allowed to lan- 
guish, filling with dismay the hearts of thcse appointed 
to represent and take care of valued institutions. 

But there are other differences which at the present 
time threaten our prosperity as a church, and fill with 





‘} alarm the hearts of all interested. For reasons real or 


imaginative, there appears to be more or lees of opposi- 
tion to the Publishing House and its management. I 
do not propose to argue these differences pro or con, 
but simply recognize them as having an existence, and 
the pernicious results becoming more and more mani- 
fest. Whatever private reasons may exist, it is evident 
that the editorial and business departments of the 
Howse at Dayton have been, from a literary and finan- 
cial stand-point, efficiently and successfully adminia- 
tered.

OBITUARIES. 


The chief object in the publication of an obituary in 
- | newspaper is to give information ‘o the friends of the 
deceased, who are readers of that paper, of the factand 
circumstances of death. If.the deceased person has no 
friends, or but few beyond those who already know these 
circumstances, there would seem to be but little reason 
for such publication. The event of death never ceases 
to be solemn, and the instances are rare indeed of cases 
of death that do not bring deep and bitter sorrow to tte 
heart of someone. At such times of mental euffering 
there is a natural tendency to make demands upon 
others and to disregard the feelings and wishes of most 
trusted friends. Prudent restraint is not preserved 
without great caufion, Persons in the midst of great 
grief and agony of spirit will often offer insults and take 
offense for causes that would be accounted unwortby of 
notice under a different state of mind. These are not 
characteristics of a few ae but tendencies common 
to nearly all. 

An obituary of dear friends must not only be promptly 
published, but it must be long and circumstantial. No 
matter how great the number of absurd and silly things 
it contains it must be published just as itis sent. Pos- 
sibly the deceased, nor any of his friends, have ever been 
patrons of the paper or ever will be, but the demand 
for the space is all the same. Possibly too he is not known 
to two persons who are readers of the paper, but that 
makes no difference. 

Most of our exchanges make it a rule not to pub- 
lish an obituary of more than ten lines. We do not 
wish to adopt such a rule, for the reason that it 
would often work injustice to many of the worthy 
patrons of the paper whoee obituaries we do not wish 
to see written in ten lines. We prefer to trust the 
matter to the good taste and good judgment of cur 
brethren. 

An editorial pencil soon acquires habits of remorse- 
lezsness, end it sends to oblivion lines and pages of man- 
uscript with but little hesitation. It can not be helped; 
it must be so. But when our pencil comes to an obitu- 
ary-it seems to falter. But we do wish, most heartily, 
that the brethren could be brought to realize that some 
thir~s might be left unsaid. That “friends mourn not 
as those who have no hope,” reads well in an obituary, 
but when it is repeated twenty or thirty times in the 
same paper the eameness becomes little tiresome. It 
may be all true that “his friends’ loss is eternal gain to 
the departed,” but even that noble sentiment may lose 
its force by too frequent use. 

It is best not to attempt the expression of sentiment 
in an obituary. Give the facts ina straightforward way, 
and trust the tender emotions of dear friends to supply 
all else. 

We have not said these things because we are out of 
sympathy with those who are in great sorrow, nor be- 
cause we desire to restrain the expression of love and 
esteem for departed friends. By nomeans. We have 
spoken in the interest of common propriety, ‘and hope 
that our correspondents may be able to appreciate the 
suggestions made,

THE CHRISTIANS AND THEIR PROFESSION. 


The position occupied by the Christians is confessed'y 
a high one. At the time it was taken it was very far in 
advance, and we are weak enough to believe that it is 
still far above and beyond that of any other religious 
movement of the country. Nor do we believe that it 
is to be outgrown in the coming future, for its door of 
progress stands ever open, onward, and upward toward 
the Infinite and the Eternal. 

Human creeds may grow old and need revision, but 
the word of God is quick and powerful and abideth 
forever. Human systems that are built upon the phi- 
losophies and interpretations of a given age may crum- 
ble to dust and ashes before the light of a future day, 
but those that are planted upon the Rock of Ages have | 
nothing to fear—the Lord’s Christ is never outgrown. 
“He must increase.” He is the equal of every age and 
the superior of all ages. Science may deal with the 
facts of the material universe, and philosophy may 





classify and name the operations of the human mind, 
but they can offer no substitute for faith in the Eter- 
nal, for the love and hope and joy and blessing given 
us in the great Christ and the word of his power. The 
dogmatizer may continue to formulate his creeds, the 
ritualist may continue the hum-drum of bis gibberish, 
but to the soul that is hungering and thirsting after the 
bread of God and the water of life, all this is without 
meaning. 

About eighty years ago a few plain but earnest men 
in different parts of this country undertook to pro- 
claim the Lord Jesus Christ as head over all things to 
the church, and ‘his word as the only and all-sufficient 
rule of faith and practice. Having begun their work 
in no other name and by no other authority than that 
of Christ himself, they declined all party names and all 
human teste, and declared that persons should be 
received into the church because they had been re- 
ceived by Christ. They sought to ignore all the dog- 
mas and all the traditions of the church, as such, and 
to send each thirsty soul to the living fountain to drink 
for himself, without let or hindrance, 

The movement was an immense invasion upon the 
churchism of the times. It was a step that could be 
taken only by men of great faith and courage, and un- 
derstocd only by those of unusual spiritual illumina- 
tion. 

There was nothing in the movement that was dark 
or mysterious. Its wonder was its simplicity. Ags it 
has occurred in all attempts to proclaim the gospel 
truth, freed from the traditions of men, the common 
people were first to receive and embrace this teaching. 

The beginning of the movement was accompanied 
by a great revival of spiritual religion. Hundreds of 
people were gathered into the company who had but 
lightly considered the sacrifice it involved, and when 
the time of trial came they fied before the enemy like 
frightened sheep. They could not endure the disap- 
proval of power and position. They loved peace and 
harmony and quietude, and did not desire to be ac- 
counted heretics and outcasts. 

The movement has gone through many siltings. It has 
been assailed by all kinds of isms, many of which have 
made more or less impression upon it. It bas suffered 
much from persecution. Many persons have seemed to 
regard it as a religious duty to denounce it and misrep- 
resent it. It has suffared most in the house of its 
friends. It is a fearful calamity to any just cause to 
number among its leaders men who have no faith in ite 
principles and no comprehension of its mission. Bat 
it has always been so. If there are men among us 
who believe and teach that to doubt or disbelieve 
certain venerable theories of the schools is to wholly 
subvert the gospel, it must be remembered also, that there 
were those at a very early day who taught the people 
that unless they kept the law of Moses and walked in 
the traditions of the fathers they could not be saved. 

The question is often asked whether the Christians are 
willing to accept and carry into practice the logic of 
their profession ? 

It is evident that very many of the denominations 
are no longer willing to abide the logic of their 
creeds, Not because their profession is too inclusive, 
but because it is tooexclusive. Though they have been 
burdened and cumbered by the most exclusive dogmatic 
statements, the light and life and power of the living 
Christ of the gospel have worked their way to the hearts 
of the people, and their regenerative force has made 
their hearts wiser than their heads, their lives much bet- 
ter than their religion. 

If Calvinism is true, then none are Christians but 
Calvinists—all others are reprobates. And Calvinism, in 
some more or less modified form, is the substratum of 
the creeds of all the leading denominations. But very 
many persons, who are nominally under the influence 
of proscriptive creeds, do not hesitate to recognize as 
Christians men who do not believe the doctrines of the 
creeds. If the theory of Discipleism should be adhered 
to strictly no onecould ba recognized asa Ohristian save 
those who are immereed, While the logic of that creed 
is atrictly followed in the admission of members to the 
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Disciple Church there are but few Disciples that believe. 


that remission of sins is granted only to those who are 
immersed in order thereto. 


The Obristians have declared the true shourk of the. 


church to be the reception and fellowship of all who 


are. the children of God by faith in Jesus Ohrist and: . 


fie. renewing of. the spirit of holiness, They have . 
mainateined that faith in Obrist did not consist in the ” 











belief of a theory of his person, or in a speculative 
opinion of the methods of his work. The spirit-life is 
not to be measured by opinions and practices of ordi- 
nances—that the fruits of the Spirit should be the only 
test of fellowship. 

From this it will be seen that the question with our 
people is not whether they have outgrown-their creed, 
but whether they have grown up toit? Are they will- 
ing to accept the logic of their position? Are they 
willing to practice what they preach? Are we willing 
to follow out those oft-uttered pledges of Purviance and 
Kinkade, “We receive all whom Obrist received?” 
“Whomsoever Chriet will receive into heaven we will 
receive into the church.” “If you are a Christian, or 
a sincere seeker alter the truth asit isin Jesus, we 
claim you as a brother, without regard to however 
much we may differ in our opinions upon questions of 
theology.” 

Those are bold declarations. The question is whether 
we of the present day are willing to say as much, and 
then do as we say? More we could not say; for who- 
ever abandons Christ as Savior and his word es author- 
ity, or whoever possesses not his spirit, is not a Chris- 
tian, no matter what else he may be. If we desire to 
say less than that above indicated, then how much less 
and who shall say it? 

We believe, and we have good reason to believe, that 
our people have no disposition to lower the standard; 
that they will be satisfied with no ideal this side of the 
living Christ; that they will accept no standard of au- 
thority but an open and uncumbered Bible, and that 
they will fulfill the mission to which, in the providence 
of God, they have been called.

MUSIC: RELIGIOUS 


In no part of religious worship is there so wide a 
diversity of opinion and practice as in the employment 
of music as a means of expressed devotion; and yet it 
is universally employed. 

Two systems, or plans, of singing have obtained a 
place in the church—i. ¢., choir and congregational, 
The first may bea great power for good, but it may 
also be a hindrance to the work of the churoh that ¢an 
not well be overestimated, as I shall try toshow. If 
the members of a choir are Christians, and members of 
the church, aod interested in its growth, then they will 
use their talents for the salvation of men; but if, as is 
generally the case, more than one half of the singers 
are not only not members of the church, but have little 
interest more than to exhibit their powers as vocalists 
and ability as readers of the science, they sing be- 
cause they have been invited by the minister or some 
official member of the church. Generally speaking, 
their singing is a hindrance to the work of both church 
and minister. I can think of few things that would so 
embarrass a minister as to have the hymns that he had 
taken great care to select sung in a jingle-jingle sort of 
way by those who have no interest in furthering the 
sentiment and truth presented. 

I have, however, no desire to abolish choir singing, 
for Lhave ever been a strong advocate of its adoption; 
but I would like to have some changes made in its 
organization, and venture to offer the following sug- 
gestions: The chorister, or choir leader, should in 
every case be a member of the church where the choir 
sings. He (or she) should be an active worker in the 
church work. He should be genial; not cross and 
officious, but obliging and considerate of others’ tastes 
and desires, and in full sympathy with the minister. 
He should be thoroughly acquainted with the ecience 
of music—at least as far as church music is concerned 
-—but not of necessity an accomplished artist,as men 
say. Asa leader, he should be at the head of the music, 
and be consulted in regard to alk matters pertaining to 
the music of the church. Thisis only courtesy due 
him, and no favor conferred, 

As has been inferred, I wish all choir singers were 
members of the church, and rather insist cn this asa 
condition of membership in the choir. 

A wrong impression has gained public notice in re- 
lation to the choir and church. The choir is to be the 
leader of the music, but not the leader of the church 
and minister, | 

CONGREGATIONAL SINGING, 


David says: ‘Let the people praise thee, O God; let 
all the people praise thee.” With the leadership above 
mentioned, then the congregation should all be taught 
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tosing. This would cause each one to feel some inter- | 
est in the service and make a personal responsibility, 
and our congregations would be mere assemblages for 
worship, and less for criticism and tobeeeen, As a 
help to expression in singing, [ would have the minis- 
ter read the hymns very carefully, so as to give the sense 
and thoughts he wishes to convey by their use. Here 
is an almost universal lack in the ministry of the gos- 
pel, and one that with a little effort on the part of the 
ministers could be easily removed, and our hymns be 
the means of lifting the hearts with the voices to the 
throne of divine grace from whence cometh our help,

BIBLICAL INSTITUTE TREASURY. 


My last report covered the treasury transactions to 
October 31,1882. My present report-is for the months 
of November and December, 1882, I find, upon com- 
paring the receipts of these two months with the cor- 
responding months of 1881, that the receipts for 1882 
are over eight hundred dollars less than in 1881, Of 
course, this is taking the gross receipts. 

We are now half through our school year, and we 
lack less than one hundred dollara of paying all bills 
for current expenses to date. While-this.is encourag- 
ing, there is another view to be taken of the condition 
of affaires. All our interest on endowment notes is dus 
August Ist, ao that nearly all the interest to come in 
this year is already received and expended. It is aleo 
reasonable to suppose that the greater part of the 
amount to be realized from the collections from 
churches, in accordance with the action of the Quad- 
rennial Convention at Albany, has also been received, 
though less than fifty churches have yet responded, of 
the twelve hundred, or thereabouts, which we number, 

To pay all our bills for current expenses at the end 
of ourschool year (May 2, 1883) will require at least 
twelve hundred dollars. Besides this expense, there is 
yet due Hon. David Olark, for money advanced in 
previous years to pay salaries, eto,, the sum of one 
thousand dollars, although over four hundred dollars 
have been paid the past year. To meet these expenses, 
the treasurer knows of three hundred dollars which 
will be received this month—interest on invested en- 
dowment fund. This leaves nine hundred dollars to be 
raised some other way. 

We trust tothe generosity of our brethren that we 
may close the year free from debt. It is very desirable 
that the debt due Bro, Clark, who has been so generous 
a contributor to this interest, should be paid soon. 

It is proper in this connection to make an explana- 
tion of an item ina previous report. When it was 
made it was according to the best information the 
treasurer then had. In my report published in the 
HERALD of May 18, 1882, the items of interest and en- 
dowment were not credited to the various persons pay- 
ing money on thoze acoounts. In the endowment was 
included five hundred dollars ($500) collested by the 
agent, Rev. Josiah Kuight, from the estate of Major 
Hancock, of Osio. It was supposed that this note was 
given by him for the Biblical School. This amount, 
however, had been intrusted by Elder Hancock to Dr. 
N. Summerbell for charitable purposes, to be distrib- 
uted as Dr. Summerbell might direct. Dr. Summer- 
bell directed it to be given to the Biblical School, and 
it was passed to our treasury by Bro. Knight. This ex- 
planation is due to Dr. Summerbell, whose interest in 
our school caused him to give the entire donation to us, 
rather than to divide it among other institutions.

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THE DEATH OF GAMBETTA, 


M, Leon Gambetta, the great French 
statesman, died on Sunday night with 
the old year. He was but forty four 


years old, Ho was of Ieraelitish descent, |

but not of pure Jewish blood. 
in France has exerted greater influence 
upon her institutions since the fall of 
Napoleon III. He proclaimed the Re- 
public, and rallied the drooping spirits of 
the people after the crushing defeats by 
the German army. 

The death of Gambetta can but have a 
very unfavorable influence on the fort- 
unes of the Republic, which just naw are 


not brilliant, This is true in spite of the | drawing-room; they resist the tempta- | 


fact that he had ceaced to play the part of 
the coming man, as during the early days 
of the present regime. The present leg- 
islature used him up, as the saying is, just 
as rapidly and remorselessly as it used up 
his predecessors, but it could not deprive 
him of his place in the public mind as a 
man who had shown great capacity and 
pluck in very trying crises. For Gam- 
betta had much more behind him than 
his somewhat frantic resistance to the 
Germans as the leading spirit of the Gov- 
ernment of National Defense. It was un- 
doubtedly due to him more than to any 
other man, except Thiers, that the Re- 
public was established instead of a mon- 
archical restoration. He led the opposi- 
tion to the Legitimists between 1871 and 
1877 more impressively in the popular 
eye than Thiers himeelf. After Thiers’ 
death, too, the burden of overturning the 
clique who, under cover of Marshal Mao- 
Mahon’s authority, were trying to estab- 
lish a military despotism, fell upon Cam- 
betta, and he bore it splendidly. He did 
not flinch in. the least, and came outof the 
contest unquestionably the strongest man 
in France. So that although his some- 
what mortifying failure to hold a majority 
in the Assembly when he took cffice dis- 
credited him as a possible minister, and 
deprived him wholly of the character of 
a neceseary man, it did not deprive him 
of the character of a man whose counsel 
and support were highly useful to the 
Republic, and whom it was well for the 
Republic to have at hand. 

There is probably no one in France 
who wishes well to the Republic, and «ho 
doubts whether it is yet fairly out of the 
woods, who did not think of Gambetta as 
in some senee its protector, as the man 
who might be relied on to save it (if there 
came @ convulsion of any sort) if any 
one could save it. President Grevy is a 
strong man, but he is old and tired. He 
will be seventy next August, and is a 
good deal broken physically.
